ed in jail. They were arrested after

prev ailed u pon 
Bennett, the first one tak en into cu s­ 
tody , to mak e a confession. 
Ben­ 
nett was arrested for the hold-u p of 
John Dy k e, Tu esday night. He real­ 
ized he was u p against it as 
Dy k e 
identified him. Bennett feels that he 
is being made 
the “goat” for the 
gang that has been work ing u nmo­ 
lested for sev eral months and has 
now agreed to 
plead 
gu ilty on a 
charge of robbery and made a clean 
breast of the operation of the gang 
prov ided he is dealt with lenieu tly . 
He say s that on accou nt of his re­ 
form school record the others were 
seemingly forgotten and that ev ery ­ 
body was tu rning against him. 
From the lips of Bennett has come 
many startling stories, implicating a 
gang who did not stop at any thing to 
rob people. He say s he is going to 
tell the tru th and that ev ery one who 
ev er took part in a hold-u p that he 
has any k nowledge of may ex pect to 
be arrested. 
Barrett was arrested when Bennett 
told how they held u p Tom Lu cas, a 
farmer liv ing 
near 
Gings, 
abou t 
three week s ago. 
The robbery oc­ 
cu rred near the Graham school bu ild­ 
ing. 
They took some money and a 
gold watch from Lu cas. He was in 
an intox icated condition and cou ld 
offer bu t little resistance. City Mar­ 
shal Price has recov ered the watch, 
as it was foigid on Bennett’s person 
when he was arrested. 
Barrett is 
also said to be implicated in other 
robberies. 
Bennett said that he and Lu ther 
Bu tts held u p John Moore of Ar­ 
lington.^ few day s ago in the alley 
near tne postoffice and got fou r dol­ 
lars from him. Bennett said Moore 
pu t u p a fight and was besting Bu tts 
when he took a hand. Moore’s pock ­ 
ets were torn open, so desperate did 
Bu tts stru ggle to get the money . 
Last Satu rday night Bert Beav er 
was held u p near the 
mill race in 
Sou th Main street, by Bennett and 
Bu tts and fou r dollars in money tak ­ 
en from him. They stepped ou t from 
behind a bu ilding and grabbed Beav ­ 
er, pinning liis arms abou t his body , 
while one of them went throu gh his 
pock ets and took his money . 
Sev ­ 
eral other robberies were confessed 
by Bennett and the officers will mak e 
other arrests within a day or two. 
Two fellows, whose shoes began to 
pinch, hav e left the city , bu t theis 
whereabou ts are k nown and if ev i­ 
dence can be secu red against them 
they will be brou ght back .

spent

set forth on their missionary tou rs, j 
The apostles at Jeru salem were su p­ 
posed to hav e the tru th on all matters 
concerning the chu rch, as they had 
personally known and been intimate 
with that Lord. 
Since the day s of Cain there hav e 
alway s been false teachers, perv erting 
the tru th, holding down the tru th ! 
and teaching ev ery thing bu t the tru th 
for v ariou s reasons—for self ex altation, 
to please men, for money , etc.—bu t 
sometimes blindly fancy ing that they 
were indeed standing for the tru th. 
The following passages, show them u p 
qu ite fu lly : Isa. x x ix , 13; x x x , 9 -12; 
Jer. x x iii, 21, 26 ; Ezek. x x x lv , 1, 2; 
Acts x x , 29 , 30; II Tim. iv , 3, 4; II Pet. 
ii, 1-3; Ju de 4, 11. The false teachers

All else is forgotten as thu s 
we magnify Him and ex alt His holy 
name. 
Bu t we mu st attend the cou ncil meet­ 
ing at Jeru salem, where the apostles 
and elders and the chu rch hav e gath­ 
ered officially to consider the matters 
abou t which the delegates hav e come 
from Antioch. 
After mu ch talk and 
dispu ting they settle down to bu siness 
more qu ietly , and Peter giv es his testi­ 
mony concerning his v isit to Caesarea, 
to the home of Corneliu s, and how as 
they heard the word of the gospel Goff 
gav e them the Holy Ghost ev en as He 
had to the Jews at Pentecost, and he 
u rged u pon the cou ncil that there is 
bu t one salv ation for Jew or gentile— 
namely , by the grace of the Lord Jesu s 
Christ 
Pau l and Barnabas then de­ 
clared the miracles and wonders God 
had wrou ght among the gentiles by 
them. 
James then su mmed u p the 
These teachers were believ ers of ease, and the resu lt Is giv en in the 
some sort (v erse 5), bu t did not u nder- letter of v erses 23-29 . This letter they 
stand the grace of ou r Lord Jesu s sen(j to Antioch by Pau l and Barna 
Christ (v erse 11) nor the forgiv eness ^as, commending them for their zeal, 
of sin throu gh His blood alone. They 
i 
did not seem to know that Abraham 
was sav ed before he was circu mcised 
and that circu mcision was a seal of 
the righteou sness which he already 
had by faith (Rom. iv , 9 -11). 
There are many today who do not 
believ e that by v irtu e of the atonement 
of the Lord Jesu s He is made u nto all 
who receiv e Him wisdom, righteou s­ 
ness, 
sanctification 
and 
redemption 
(I Cor. i, 30); that by the deeds of the 
law no one can be Ju stified in the 
sight of God, bu t that Christ is the 
end of the law for righteou sness to 
ev ery one that believ eth (Itf>m. ill, 20; 
x , 4). 
Pau l and Barnabas stood for 
these fou ndation tru ths and dispu ted 
with the teachers from Ju daea abou t 
them, bu t the chu rch at Antioch de­ 
cided to send Pau l and Barnabas and 
some others sto the apostles and elders 
at Jeru salem abou t this qu estion (v erse 
2). 
On tbeir way they declared the 
conv ersion of the gentiles as they 
had seen on their first tou r and thu s 
cau sed great joy to all the brethren. 
And when they reached Jeru salem 
they told to the chu rch there all things 
that God had done with them (v erse 4; 
compare x iv , 27). 
It is indeed worth 
while and a sou l u plifting theme to 
show 


ev en to the lay ing down of their liv es 
If necessary , and with them they send 
Ju das and Silas to confirm the con­ 
tents of the letter by their personal 
testimony (v erses 25, 26 , 27). 
They 
condemn the false teaching and set 
aside circu mcision and the keeping of 
the law as essential to salv ation, and 
they send the letter as not only from 
them, bu t from the Holy Ghost (v erse 
2» ). 
Thu s these messengers carried joy ­ 
fu l tidings ev ery where and great en­ 
cou ragement to simple faith in the 
Lord Jesu s Christ. 
If the decisions of 
all chu rch cou ncils were as wise and 
helpfu l It wou ld be worth while hold 
lng them, bu t the greater nu mber of 
them nowaday s may be cov ered by the 
first line of v erse 7 and are too largelj 
a waste of preciou s time.

There is nothing in all the u niv erse 


‘‘The heav ens declare the glory of 
God,” and the prophet declares that 
“He shall be as the dew u nto Israel.” 
The greatest and the least works of 
natu re therefore teach u s lessons con­ 
cerning Him. And between them come 
the birds and the flowers, which teach 
u s many profitable tru ths. 
The one great lesson that Christ in 
the topical reference teaches u s is that 
of God’s watchfu l care ov er His peo­ 
ple. 
It Is a lesson on div ine prov i­ 
dence "tau ght by the care which God 
takes of these lower forms of crea­ 
tion, which are as nothing when com­ 
pared in v alu e and in importance to 
man, who was created in God’s own 
image and still retains it, thou gh 
tnarred more or less by sin. 
1. Christ -teaches u s a lesson on 
God’s 
prov idenTial 
care 
ov er 
u s 
throu gh the birds: “Consider the ra­ 
v ens, for they neither sow nor reap, 
which neither hav e storehou se nor 
barn, and God feedeth them. 
How 
mu ch more are y e better than the 
fowls?” 
The rav ens! Of all birds In 
Palestine they were the most u ndesir­ 
able—abou t as worthless as the Eng­ 
lish sparrow in ou r cou ntry . Yet God 
feeds them, and not one of them fall- 
eth to the grou nd withou t His notice. 
How can we dou bt God’s care for u s, 
His prov ision for ou r phy sical needs, 
when He thu s prov ides for the least 
desirable of fowls? Conv alescing from 
an attack of sickness some y ears ago. 
I was at an ocean resort in the winter. 
I arose one morning to find that it had 
snowed du ring the night and was cold 
and dreary . What worse than su ch a 
day at the seashore? 
I felt down­ 
hearted and depressed. 
Su ddenly I 
heard the chattering of birds and. 
looking ou t a window, saw an u nu su al 
sight. 
There were scores of English spar­ 
rows 
eating and chirping on the 
grou nd below. I thou ght of this refer­ 
ence in the Scriptu res, pu lled my self 
together, and the blu es departed. Bu t 
I wondered at the prov ision made for 
them and inqu ired abou t it. 
I was 
told that on su ch day s an abu ndance 
of food was thrown ou t on the snow’y 
grou nd for the sparrows and that they 
alway s came for it on bad day s. God. 
throu gh some one’s kind heartedness, 
was feeding the sparrows! 
Can y ou 
dou bt him? Need we worry abou t ou r 
fu tu re? 
Nev er! 
“The Lord will pro­ 
v ide.” 
2. Christ teaches u s a lesson in 
God’s 
prov idential 
care 
ov er 
u s 
throu gh the flowers. 
“Consider the 
lilies how they grow. 
They toil not. 
they spin not, and y et I say u nto y ou 
that Solomon in all his glory was not 
array ed like u nto one of these. 
If, 
then, God so clothe the grass, which 
is today in the field and tomorrow is 
cast into the ov en, how mu ch more 
will He clothe y ou , O y e of little 
faith!” 
What a lesson from the lilies 
for tru sting God for clothing qnd all 
the necessary material things of life! 
Only ou r little faith makes the present 
or the fu tu re seem dark and forebod­ 
ing when we realize what God has 
done for the flowers. 
What we need 
is more faith and less dou bt and 
worry . 
In these two illu strations we are as­ 
su red that God will prov ide food, home 
and raiment for u s and what more we 
ask. 
Does the millionaire get more? 
When it’s all ov er and life is ended he 
has had food and a home and clothing, 
which the hu mblest on earth also pos­ 
sesses and which God promises to all 
His children. He will not feed u s with 
a silv er spoon, bu t will open u p the 
way for ou r procu ring food, ami so 
with all other necessary things. Nev er 
dou bt Him, only tru st Him, and He 
will bring it to pass.
